Portland. Ora., Oct. 2.—Carrying ® 
revolver of heavy calibre and a pocket 
full of cartridge*. Arthur Wright, of 
Lowell Centre, kaw., attempted to 
thruNt his way towurd President Taft 
to-day while the chief executive was 
passing In an automobile, but was dis¬ 
armed and arrested before he could 
reach the president. 

The affair occurred.at the Sixth and 
Morrlnon street corner of .the Portland 
hotel, which la the temporary Taft 
hostelry. 

The para de, in honor of the presl- 
dent, bad reached the corner when a 
secret service man accompanying the 
president saw Wright crowding his way 
through the throng of people that lined 
the streets. Calling to several police¬ 
men. the president's guard sprang 
toward the man. 

A sharp struggle followed and when 
Wright was securely handcuffed a 38 
calibre revolver was- taken- from--him? 
Wright also carried a score of car¬ 
tridges in bis coal • pocket, and .a 
« umem In hts hand. Pinned on Me rest

New York. Oct. 2.—Dr. * Frederick 
A. Cook lias refused to submit his ob¬ 
servations. notes and other data at 
once to a competent scientific commit*• 
tee to be appointed by the National 
Geographical Society. Commander 
Peary had already formally signified 
his willingness to comply with the con¬ 
dition. but Dr. Cook in a letter last 
night to Archer Huntington, president 
of the American Geographical Society, 
declared that ho would adhere to hia 
determination to lay all his records 
and Instrument* first before the Uni¬ 
versity of Co'penhagen. 

Prof. Ira Kentsen. president of the 
Johns Hopkins University, was asked 
several days ago by Henry F. Osborn, 
president of the American museum of 
natural history, and by Mr. Hunting- 
ton to appoint a committee of astrono¬ 
mers, geographers'^and zo ologists f p 
-whom the records Peary and Cook

Madrid, via Hcndajra, Oct. S —With 
the entire Spanish force in Morocco 
penned almost helplessly li) the Mellila 
peninsula and all Spain howling for a 
cessation of hostlltles, the war office 
to-day admitted that the situation Is 
becoming desperate, 1 and haa ordered 
lo.Ouo additional troops to Morocco. 

That the government regards the 
present aspect as being extremely criti¬ 
cal was attested to-day-when a de¬ 
tachment of soldiers from the Queen * 
regiment of lancers started for Mellila. 

While tin Spanish officials are sup¬ 
pressing all Information concerning the 
progress of the campaign against the 
Riff tribesmen. It Is g-berally believed 
the Moors hare the uppe;hand of the 
tituatlon. Tht 'rebellion* tribesmen are 
In control of the low line of hills skirt¬ 
ing the Mellila peninsula, and encour¬ 
aged by ye ste rday's vtetflry, In which " 
General VlcarL and 200 Spanish 
soldiers met death, are to-day making 
a general advance -on the Spaniards. 

The affairs at home are In a state 
or turbulence, and It Is very probable 
that General Weyler will soon be call¬ 
ed upon by the civil authorities to 
assist in quelling internal disorders. 

Opposition to War. 

Paris. Oct 2.—With the embarka¬ 
tion of additional Spanish troops for 
Morocco to-day. popular Indignation 
against the continuation of the war In 
Morocco f* only a repetition of what 
haa occurred In other Latin countries 
on similar provocation. 

Italy had the same kind of trouble 
thirteen year* ago oyer Its African 
« ampatgna. Tremendous outbursts oc- 
! curred in IBM when the terrible re¬ 
verses the Italian arms had suffered in 
| Abyssinia became known. .They were 
m> grave that Premier Crispl’* cabinet 
I was forced to relinquifh IU colonial 
ambitions altogether. France had 
similar upheavals over Its Algerian, 
i Tonqulnez and Madagascar expedl- 
( tions. Algiers cost the French twenty 
years of bloody and expensive fighting. 
Regiments, came home literally cut to 
pieces. In nearly every village there 
v as mourning for the war’s victims. 
The French masses, like the Italians, 
dec hied that colonial aggrandisement 
was not worth the price. 

r.arcelona Is as usual the centre of 
the present disturbance because It la 
really the political barometer of Spain. 
A number of political agitators have 
been thrown Into jail for commenting 
tm freely on the Moroccan situation. 

I chief among them being Editor Romeo 
j of the Torrespondencia de Spans.

i a trip to the front and published In 
print a tale concerning the manner In 
v.’h'.ch the government fit "misconduct¬ 
ing" the campaign.

When the 
municipality was Incorporated Mr Oli¬ 
ver was unanlmouslv elected to the 
position of reeve, and i n that office did 
much to further the enterprising 
policy which has worked so'well In the 
Interests of the progressive suburb In 
the eastern section of the city. After 
vesting the offbe of reeve. Mr. Oliver 
hda since that date served In the capa¬ 
city of mivwltlor. on each occasion be¬
